Claims 1, 61 
and 62 have been amended. Claims 26-60 have been cancelled. The instant method for 
treating an infectious disease, autoimmune disease or allergic condition in a subject 
with the compounds of general formula (I) is allowable; the examiner hereby vacates the 
species restriction proposed in the office action dated 1 1/05/2002. Claims 20-24 drawn 
to a non-elected species have been rejoined with the instant claims. 
The IDS submitted on 07/21/2003 has been considered. 
The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph have been overcome through 
applicants' amendment to the claims. 

The examiner withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections as being unpatentable over
